The reason for this 
particularity is that naturally colored 
hair is of many tones, and these seem 
to dispose themselves over the hair 
as they see fit; wherefore it is easy 
enough to tell dyed false hair at a 
glance, for the changing tones of the 
natural color cannot be Imitated. 
So 
dyed false hair is without the com­ 
mercial value of the false pieces In 
natural colors, and when the tint re­ 
quired is a rare one the false fixing 
is still dearer. 
A ll those shades of 
brown which have a 
drablike 
tint, 
Titian red, reddish gold and golden 
and white blonde are dearer than oth­ 
er colors. 
A very handsome hair arrangement 
for the bride who is not too tall— that 
is, much taller than the average wom­ 
an— is called the “ coronation,” 
this 
lending Itself most charm ingly to the 
lace veil put on in cap fashion, as is 
shown by the bride of the fashion pic­ 
tures. 
For this style, which is rather 
Intended to give a little height to th<* 
figure, the hair is parted in the middle, 
and two braids are carried around the 
head to form a large knot, showing 
from the front viewr of the head. 
This 
knot gives the support needed for the 
mop arrangement of the veil, which is 
fastened to it with a wreath of orange 
blossoms, the lace border of the veil 
falling about the face in a shaped 
frill. 
Such veils, be it understood— 
those with lace borders— are 
more 
widely trimined at the bottom 
and 
sides than at the top, so the lightly 
trimmed and narrower end is shaped 
as it should be for a pretty fall about 
the sides of the face. 
W ith the “ cor­ 
onation” coiffure a ribbon 
is 
often 
worn about the braided knot, this end­ 
ing in a bow without ends at the side. 
F o r classic, statuesque types lace veils 
are far more becoming than those of 
tulle, which seem rather to belong to 
youthful brides of eaucy or demure 
types. 
For the bride w ho is much below' the 
average height, the hair 
is 
always 
piled at the top of the head, the knot 
often, taking a pointed form, which is, 
of course, emphasized by a cunning 
massing of the lace or tulle veil w'orn. 
The bang w ill be a salient feature 
of the coiffure of every girl who can 
w ear the foreheud fringe, but the bang 
is the merest cobweb, and it is slight­ 
ly waved or left straight, as suits the 
face. 
The fringe is also quite short, 
and when it seems unadvisable to cut 
the natural hair for it, the little piece, 
delicately woven to a silk thread, is 
bought in false shape for about seven­ 
ty-five cents. 
A 
narrow, 
ventilated 
and naturally curly bang of “ convent 
h air” in every shade is sold for a dol­ 
lar and a half, and where the forehead 
is very high, and the face thin, this 
is very softening to the features. 
The smartest tendency of ail coif­ 
fures is toward a distinct flatness of 
the top of the head, where the hair 
is parted at the middle or at one side; 
from the parting, wherever disposed, 
the side locks go back with a light 
waving, and the large knot of braids, 
or puffs and curls 
is 
placed 
high 
enough to show* all the nape of the 
neck, and besides, elongates the back 
of the head to a great extent.

flatness of the top and rear extension 
gives the head a very lovely contour,

of violence, though the windp ip e was 
found wrenched out of p lace. 
W h e th ­ 
e r there was a nything to indicate that 
the woman had been choked was not 
stated. 
The sup erficial ap p earance of 
th e internal organs was such as to 
w a r r a nt 
the 
surgeons 
in 
retaining 
some of them, not only for micresco- I 
p ic examination, but for chemical an- 
j 
alysis as well. 
No surgeon would use ! 
th e word “p oison,” but the inquirer 
'■ 
was told to draw his own conclusions. 
Gibson himself exp ected to he ar- i 
rested. 
So soon as he heard what had 
come out of the autop sy he telep honed I 
to his family at Rutherford, N. J., that 
he might not he home. 
Such rap id p rogress has been m ade I 
in the investigation being conducted 
j 
by the p ublic p rosecutors of two coun­ 
ties. detectives and dip lomatic rep re­ 
sentatives of two governm ents that 
th e wom an who p osed as the mother 
of Mrs. Szabo and signed what p ur­ 
p orted to he a waiver of citation, thus 
giving Gibson control of the Szabo 
estate, will p robably he p roduced. This 
•woman has been located in Brooklyn 
and is under constant surveillance. 
T he m oth er has been dead two years, 
according to relatives, and never was 
in America. 
T he mystery of why Mrs. Szabo 
should 
leave 
her 
p rop erty 
to 
her 
mother, when she knew her m other 
ha d long been dead, is exp lained on 
th e theory that Mrs. Szabo, being un­ 
able to read and write English, did not j 
know the contents of the will she 
signed. 
In the p roceedings by which ! 
Gibson p robated the alleged will he 
■aid Mrs. Szaho's mother lived in Chi­ 
cago and that there were no other rel­ 
atives.

Before this tim e the records 
were kep t in the different towns, but 
now they are all concentrated in the 
s tate house in Boston. 
In a relatively 
small sp ace all th e se records are p re- 
served, and as birth, m arriages and 
dearths come in, different forms of 
c a rds a re used, as a great variety of 
nam es, Grecian, Assyrian, Italian and 
oth e rs now mingle with good old New 
E ngland names th a t have been on the 
records since the landing of the May­ 
flower.— National Magazine.

P R U S S I C A C I D IN P L A N T S . 


Statistics collected by Borelly, the 
French astronom er, shows th at since 
the sixteenth century 376 comets have 
been visible 
to 
the 
naked eye, with 
p eriodic and 18 have been 
seen 
at 
more than one return, and 56 have 
been visible to the naked eye, with 
7 th at could be seen in full daylight. 
Nearly two-thirds of the discoveries 
a p p ear to have been m ade in morning 
before sunrise, more than half in the 
second half of the year. 
T he French 
observatories have led in 
discover­ 
ies, 67 of the comets having been first 
detected at Marseilles

is stored up in various tissues as a 
reserve food.— Nature.
